Ho coul? not revolleot whore the other 
wounds were. Не believed the injuries munat have been done with 
a heavy iron, suolt as а small crowbar. He considéred that the 
injaries on the heed were done with the heavy biaut өйа of the 
instrument, and the stabs in the fece with the sharp etd. Thore 
was ^ crowbar near the deceased, found on the paoklog-bozes near 
the body, but it had neither bir nor blood on it. 

The coroner desired that the oro wbar should be sent for.

Oa the left lower eyelid there was 
а оша]! wound of no great depth, avd on the same eyelid a deep 
wound, ап inch in length, and apparently produced by a sharp in- 
strument There was another wound tetween the left eye and the 
ear, penetrating to the bone. There were twelve wounds in all. 
There was & wound which penetrated the cartilage of the left ear, 
а severe wound nearly in the middle of the forehead, and another of 
the same size and character, a little farther to the left, had reen in- 
flicted by а sharp instrument. Оа the side of the head, above the 
left ear was a very large jagged, bruised wound, causing fracture of 
the skull. In the same part of the head was а ehsrply cut wound, 
upwards and downwards. There was а wound on the top of the 
head with jagged edges. and а similar one was nearly parallel to it. 
There were two wounds with smooth edges above the righ’ ear. 
The crowbar produced was the sort of instrument that vould oause 
suoh injuries as those described. The heavy end would cause the 
braised wounds, the chisel end might produce the cut wounds. ‘The 
injuries could not have been self inflicted. The injaries were 
cient to kill three or four people. The deceased lay in а pool of 
blood, and under her was found her oep, of oourge saturated in bleod, 
Her clothes were nob particularly disoracred.

THE CAREER OF A MURDERER. 

Гктоп, the murderer of Mre. Harton, at Brighton, "vho was eze- 
cuted at Lewes on Tuesday week, prior to his ex^cution made г 
statement of the most extraordinary nature to the Rev. R. Barnet, 
the chaplain of the gaol, giving в abort but concise account of his 
life The rev. ch«plain reduced it to writing. 7: ће as follows :— 

“Т am now twenty-six years old. I am of illegitimate birth, 
whioh, being of a sensitive disposition, has exercised upon me & 
malign inflasnce throughout life. I was nursed, if not born, in 
London. Between six and seven years old I was taken *^ Brighton 
by a lady married to my father, who was consul of 1 was 
placed at а grammar-sohool for a while, but at eight years old ran 
away, begging for about a week, until brought bask by а poliss- 
msn  [ wanted to goto sea — After some months I was sent beck 
to London, but led sah a lifo that 1 had to return back to Brighton 
sgain. [could then boast of being the best fighter, the most mis- 
obievous, mst artíu!, and the mosi expert thief of any ohiid of my 
age Т was now taken in hand by one, tke renembranos of whose 
gentle kindaers, and my profligate and ancratefal condaot {п return, 
bas caused me many a gloomy thought, and many А scalding tear. 
May God forgive me! She endeavoured by every Obristisn aud 
kind effort to kill the weeds that had beon sown in my young heart. 
Bat through her mistaken notion of kindness many wore left aud 
not rooted oot 1 was then sent to а boarding sud then to а pro- 
prietary school, but had tobe тешсуед, as I wae al ways in mischief and 
trouble. At thirteen 1 left воћоо! and woul! not goaga!n, being deter- 
тірей upon the sea Вә I was put on board ^ collier to aicken me of 
it, but it enly incroaeed my РЕ'рд for it ell move, although 
І was nearly wrecked with other colliers on that voyage—the 
winter of 1853. I soon came back to Brighton, and studied navi- 
gstion with & private tutor. I was then apprenticed to Messrs. 
——, went out on board а transport with tro ps to tho "rimes, re- 
mained until wrecked in the storm near Balaklava, wes on the 
wreck two days and three nights, tha Covsacks on shore firing at 
us, and the cea breaking clear over us. Hetarned hme in avochor 
vessel, then went sundry уо: ages to India, Australis, and South 
America. My indentures were now esnoelled and g'ven me I was 
nearly out of my time. I finished my apprenticeshtp—my em- 
ployers were sstisfied with my abilities—I received an ex llent 
character, but my morals they never kuew nor osred anything 
abont Between eigh'cen and nineteen I found myself аз far ad- 
varo»d in vice as I was in my pro'ession, my prinoipies totally cor- 
rupted, and the religious icstruotion that had со me во much 
anxiety only istroduced when no other subject could be fouud tə 
ridicale. After other voyages, shipped for Osloutta аз second 
officer. There drink bagan to tell upon me. There vasa зерт 
on board. I nearly billed six of the matiieers; was tried for this 
at Catoutta; but the captain took my part, and I was 0: ју fined. I 
was made chief с fiver, but was always ne rly drunk with brandy, 
&o Through the same cause I lost other good appointments 
which 1 obtained from time to time. Was marricd i» the East 
Indies to a Spanish girl = a Boman Oatbolio pri et. Lived with 
her nine months st Usicutta. She followed me to Opina, &' d 12 now 
І know not where. Alter sundry voysges ав сһіві officer and 
captain, I returned once more to Eog!asnd, but speut my time 
at Brighton fn drinking, betting, &o Had to leave through getting 
into trouble a!

Wes wounded in the head, chest, and leg, through oonstant 
skirmishes. In pirating up rivers contrived to save enough 
to bay a vesgel of our own for tho purpose of pirating and 
&radipg up the various rivers with arms sud smmunition. 
On going ùp the river with a load of arms and convoying other 
boate, the Im liste came out from one of their stations, and 
већа some of our boats and killed some of our men.

Come, dutedoms, asd principalities recorded in the Almanach de 
Gotha, which would effect revenues far less princely than thote 
Гогшћо the estate о! English shareholders, and controlled by 
English directors. It basfor some time been clear that the South- 
Eastern and the London, Ohatham, and Dover were engaged ina 
struggle which would be only less fatal to the victor than to the 
vanquished. In truth, the competition hed long since passed out of 
that state in whioh the rivalry of the competing companies was of 
say real advantage to the travelling public; while it was still most 
injarious to those who were interested in the commercial prot- 
perity of the railways themselves. The scheme of the London, 
Chatham, end Dover was & bold one; but we are not among those 
prophets, wise only after the event, who would venture to affirm 
that it was rash and unjastifiable.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEE. 

FLOWER GARDEN.—Prooeed to dress beds ss neatly and expe- 
ditiously as the weather will permit. Sow mignonette, sweet pesa, 
convolvoluses, &», and transplant bienniala and repnniala. 
Plant box-edging where required. Bow and plant climbers to run 
over arbours and fences. Finish planting carnations Prepare 
beds for chrysanthemums, aud those in pote, not required for pro- 
pagation, may be planted out in borders Sow siocks, rockets, 
pansies, polyanthuees, &». Look to grass plats aud walks. 

Kitcaun GARDEN —Get in all early general crops now thet the 
Wea ber is favourable, aud make good so wiugs of cabbages, brussils 
sprouts, beet, leeks, cardoous, letiuce, onions, radishes, and annual 
herbs. Plant potatoes for main crop. Sow kidney beans; also 
soarlet runners in a sheltered place. Prepare beds for mushrooms, 
and sow tomatoes and vegetable marrows in heat to plant out. 
Keep cucumber shoots well regulated. Priok out seeding caol- 
flowers, and such other seedlings as may be forward enough. Sow 
Lasiurtiums, ealeafy, &2. 

Fruit GARDEN —P une deosyed shoots of all kinde, and regulate 
sho- ts; conin ге grafting, and give all recently planted trees plenty 
of mulching with geod rotten dang, tan, or old snort litter. 


Богрозвр FOUNDERING OF ANOTHER LARGE STEAMER, WITH 
ALL ох BoARD.—Aotber new largo icon sore w-steemer, similar to 
ihe ili-feted London Amalia, aud Grensdian steamers, is believed 
to have fcundered with every soul on board. She was the Ner- 
badda, 1357 tons register, commanded by Osptain Herdy, belong- 
ing to the Bombay and Bengal Steam Shipping Oompazy, and was 
considered в first-class steamship, having been built under special 
survey of Lloyd's surveyors. She was only launched last summer, 
and sailed from Liverpool for Bombay on the 18th November last, 
with a crew of about filty bands.

We have now а p»rtial reve- 
lation of the loss of life, in the summing up of the mediosl and 
hospital records, by which it appears that no less than 253 000 Union 
soldiers died on the ba:tle-field and in hospitals. Thero are not in- 
cluded in this account the number of offisers and soldiers who died 
at home, either from wounds ог the eff.ots of disease contracted in 
the service. The letter may be safely estimated at 47,000 more, so 
that the entire mortality by the rebellion їп the armies ot the North, 
by the onenalties of the war may be put at 300,000. The remeiug 
ot these gallant men are scattered all over ths south; thousands of 
them sleep their last sleep on the field where they fell; many have 
been exhumed with care and reinterred in cemeteries near their 
former homes.
